Grocers and housewives have 


been alerted to a new botulism 
threat, this time in canned tuna 
prepared for the Jewish Passover 
season already under way. 


The Food and Drug Administra- 


tion in Washington announced Fri- 
day that some defective cans of 
tuna gave indications of being 
contaminated by the deadly clos- 
tridium botulinum type E.

shipped to six metropolitan areas 
within the past two months, FDA 
officials 
said. They 
bear 
the 


stamped serial numbers WY2 and 
WY3 and the labels read, in part, 
"Dagim—white tuna—kosher for 
Passover—net wt. 7 oz."

troit, Chicago, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, and Augusta, Ga.

Pope Appeals 
for End to 
Arms Race

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


John XXUI appealed today for an 
end to the arms'race and for the 
United Nations to be given the 
structure and means to safeguard 
world peace. 


In an encyclical titled "Paccm 


in Terris" (Peace on Earth), the 
pontiff 
called for 
reduction of 


arms stockpiles, a,ban on nuclear 
weapons and a general agreement 
eventually on 
"progressive dis- 


armament and an effective meth- 
od of control." 


The Pope warned that the "con- 


flagration" of war "may be set 
off by some uncontrollable and un- 
expected chance." 


He added: 
"Even though the monstrous 


power of modern weapons acts as 
a deterrent, it is to bo feared that 
the mere continuance of nuclear 
tests, undertaken with war in 
mind, 
will 
have

sequences for life on the earth." 


The Pope called for the deter- 


rent of arms equality to be re- 
placed by universal acceptance of 
the fundamental principle "that 
the true and solid peace of nations 
consists not in equality of arms 
but in mutual,trust alone." 


Writing as the "vicar on earth 


of Jesus Christ" and as "interp- 
reter of the very profound long- 
ing of the entire human family," 
the pontiff beseeched "especially 
those who have the responsibility 
of public affairs to spare no la- 
bor in order to ensure that world 


Russia to Be 
Told NATO for 
Defense Only

He can't help feeling 
that if he ever stops toeing the 
Russian line, the Russians in Cuba 
will dispose of him. 


There is the possibility that Rus- 


sia had two reasons, not connect- 
ed with any real threat to the 
United States, for putting the mis- 
siles in Cuba: 


1. It was a good excuse to put 


troops in, too, for while they're 
a discouragement to any kind of 
American invasion they are also a 
control on Castro. 


2. Strictly for bargaining: to 


agree to pull its missiles out of 
Cuba if this country agreed to do 
the same with its missiles in Tur- 
key and Italy. 


The Kennedy administration de- 


nies any such deal, or any deal 
was made. 


Nevertheless, not long after the 


Russian 
missiles were 
hauled 


away from Cuba, this government 
announced it was pulling its mis- 
siles out of Italy and Turkey. 


The reason given was that they 


are no longer needed now that 
Polaris 
submarines 
moving 


around under the Mediterranean 
with their missiles are better 
bases than the stationary ones in 
Italy and Turkey. 


Out of all this one thing is sure: 


the United States is a lot further 
from getting Castro out of Cuba 
than it was before the invasion 
began. There is no evidence this 
country now has any plans for 
getting rid of Castro. 


And the American government, 


which backed the refugees two 
years ago has come so cautious 
about getting into trouble with the 
Russians in Cuba that it has 
cracked down on refugees in this 
country to make sure they don't 
try any anti-Castro capers from 
American territory.
